Different Language 


"I feel there can be no justifica- 


tion for discouragement, if we all 
will quit calling names, if we will 
generate more thought and 
le^s 


heat and set ourselves to the task 
of understanding the nature of the 
economy m which we live." 


Presumably, it does no good to 


ask who started the "name-calling" 
and why it was a deliberate part of 
administration strategy just a year 
ago, when Messrs. Ickes and Jack- 
son turned on the faucets of invec- 
tive. But there has lately been a 
disposition—especially since 
the 


elections—on the part of adminis- 
tration officials to insist that by- 
gones ought to be bygones And the 
odd thing is that businessmen them- 
selves feel the same way, if only 
they can see something construc- 
tive on the horizon out of the oft- 
repeated pleas for cooperation be- 
tween government and business.

Sometime ago the Post-Crescent print- 


ed an editorial entitled "The Philippines 
-Must Go." 


It sought to review our relations to

"place in the sun." We welcome the vita- 
mins from the sun. They help make strong 
bones, sound teeth and good muscles. But 
sometimes the sun deals out strokes. So 
there may be too much of such a thing as 
"a place in the sun." 


The Filipinos arc a gay and glamorous 


people \vho mustn't think they can lure us 
by mere expressions.

WHAT THOU HAST DONE TO COTTON 


Oscar Johnston, Chairman of the Na- 


tional Cotton Council and former manager 
of the United States Cotton Pool, spoke 
at Memphis recently upon a subject so 
critical to the Southland, that of its cot- 
ton crop. Said Mr. Johnston: 


"We have the largest surplus of cot- 


ton in our history. 


"We have the lowest world price In 


our history. 


"Despite the fact that world con- 


sumption of cotton is increasing, world 
consumption of American cotton, both 
at home and abroad, is decreasing." 
In no shorter or more pithy sentences 


could the facts concerning the Adminis- 
tration's cotton policy be presented before 
the people. 


We have jumped from a warm sweat- 


ing place upon the top of the stove into 
the white heat of destruction. That is all. 


First we reduced our cotton acreage. 


Thus we displaced land and labor. This 
was a direct invitation to other countries 
to greatly increase their crops of cotton 
which they very promptly did. Moreover, 
right here at home, our action invited 
chemists and inventors to discover syn- 
thetic fibers which have already in many 
instances displaced cotton,—and banished 
it forever from certain fields. 


And so today, "the cold grey dawn of 


the morning after," when we weigh and 
test the government cotton plans we find 
that we are filling up warehouses under 
government loans made higher than the 
market price and as a result we have al- 
most 10 million bales of cotton in storage. 
What 10 million bales of cotton means on 
the market may be realized from the in- 
formation that it is little less than an av- 
erage year's cotton crop, in fact it equals 
the 1934 crop. 


In actual trade and speculating upon 


the future we find that during the heavy 
shipping months of August, September 
and October, we sent nearly 40 per cent 
less cotton abroad this year than the year 
before. 


Heartbreaking as are these results by 


political putterers they are far from all. 
We haven't yet covered the cost of the 
relief bill to the country occasioned by the 
increased idle in the south nor the effect 
upon other agricultural interests by turn- 
ing cotton lands into competition with 
them. 


FOREVER THE WRONG WAT 


In these dog days of charges and alle- 


gations, of labels and libels, the recent 
manifesto from Moscow calling loudly on 
the world proletariat to unite with sacred 
Russia against Fascism might have been 
dictated by Goebbels to further Hitler's 
star in its already dizzy flight for such 
indeed will be its effect.

Russia should seive to us as a splendid 


example of another thing,—the business 
of minding one's own business, for, from 
the 5>tart. the Soviets have so comported 
themselves toward the rest of the world 
as to stand today, after 20 years of ef- 
fort, -without a single friend. The democ- 
racies \vhich have tried to reform her a 
bit have given up in disgust. And the 
reason is plain enough. How can a man 
live wi'h a beast, dine from the same table 
with it. sleep in the same bed?

Denmark has food and 
it would also be a good base for 
submarines and airplanes for at- 
tacks on England as well as an aid 
in "bottling up the Baltic sea 
against Russia."

France will be Alsace," Thedinga 
told the Rotarians.

"I made the 
prediction at that time and it turn- 
ed out to be true." he pointed out.

listen and receive support from the 
people as well as be guided by con- 
ditions at home and at this time 
the people are restless. England 
also was disturbed about support 
from France. France is a nation 
which is going downward, having 
reached its peak a century ago. It 
is leaning toward Communism, and 
in time it may have to shift from a 
democracy to a dictatorship in or- 
der to keep the masses under con- 
trol. A war might have resulted 
in another French revolution." 


The third reason listed by Thed- 


inga was the fact that England 
doesn't like Russia. "Although Eng- 
land wants to keep Russia as a pos- 
sible ally, it doesn't want to be tied 
down to that nation. If a war re- 
sulted and Germany lost, the latter 
country would revert to Commun- 
ism which would put Russia on the 
top. There also is dissension be- 
tween the two nations because Rus- 
sia wants some of the territory con- 
troled by England, such as Constan- 
tinople.''

The Poet Ovid 


A Roman poet is known in his- 


tory by a short name — Ovid — 
but in real life he had a rather 
long one, Publius Ovidius Naso. 


His father, a wealthy man, lived 


in east-central Italy, but sent Ovid 
and his elder brother to Rome to 
be educated. 
It was the father's 


hope that both sons would be- 
come lawyers. 


As it turned out. the elder son 


died at the age of 19, and 
the 


other one was not willing to be a 
lawyer; he wanted to be a poet, 
and nothing else. Thus Rome lost 
two lawyers, but the son who lived 
became one of the leading poets of 
ancient times. 


While still a young man, Ovid 


made a journey to Greece, and 
spent some time in Athens. 
He 


also visited Asia Minor, and on his 
return trip made a tour of Sicily. 
It was. the fashion in those days for 
rich young Romans to "finish" their 
education by traveling to the East. 


Some of Ovid's 
writings 
were 


worthy to last through the ages. 
Perhaps his greatest work was a 
long poem which told the story of 
legends and myths. It was writ- 
ten m 15 parts, or "books." 


The early parts of the long poem 


wove together stories of the Greeks 
and Romans about the creation of 
the earth, about Titans, or giants. 
and about the Olympian gods. At 
the end Ovid wrote about Julius 
Caesar, and said that on his death 
Caesar was changed into a star in 
the sky. 


Ovid's life was in general easy 


and pleasart enough, but at the 
age of 52 he met ill fortune. Au- 
gustus. the Roman emperor, drove 
him from Rome and made him an 
exile. 


The real reason the poet was 


made an exile is not known, but 
an exile he became. Leaving his 
wife, Fabia. and his daughter. Per- 
illa. behind him. he went to live 
at Tomi Penlla later wrote poems 
which were good enough to bring 
her some small fame. 


Tomi was a town on the shore 


of the Black sea. and the land on 
which it was built is in present- 
day Rumania It was in the north- 
east corner of the Roman empire, 
and the sentence to go there was 
very much like sending a Russian 
to Siberia. 


While in exile. Ovid wrote let- 


ters to his friends and relatives. 
begging them to ask the emperor 
to pardon him. 
Some of those 


letters have come down to us, but 
they did not win a pardon for the 
poet. 


Augustus died, and in his place 


Tiberius ruled the 
empire. Like 


his stepfather, he would not grant 
a 
pardon 
Ovid worked on new 


poems, but the Inst eight years of 
his life were bitter. He died in 
the year 17.

New York—This one is going to look like a man trying to pitch ball 


with a handful of feathers, because the subject is very loose and scat- 
tery. It refers to the sentence of 139 years imposed on a nasty little 
maniac named Robert Irwin, who killed three persons, and the question 
whether he got a bargain in escaping the electric chair. 


Some say this and some say that, but I will at- 


tempt to say that people in this country have centered 
their attention and resentment on the dramatic crime 
of murder to the neglect and condonation on another 
type of crime which is just as bad as murder in its 
effect on the safety of the community. I am inching up 
to the subject of graft and corruption in public office 
and the suppression of the liberties of the people by 
local dictators. 


It isn't only the cash cost to the taxpayers that 


makes graft a grave crime, because, whether a man 
steals from individuals or from masses or individuals, 
that is only larceny, after all. But when his thieving, 
whether by actual tapping of the till, which is a crude 
method practiced only by poor, dumb dopes, or by 
Pettier 


subtler methods, deprives th« people of improvements and services and 
brings their government into popular contempt he is a dangerous enemy 
of the people's liberties and the safety of the country. I suppose that is 
rather high sounding, but if so that is just too bad and just goes to show 
how tolerant we are of this kind of crime. I shall tell you why I think 
it is so dangerous. 


It sabotages the operations of de- 


mocracy and brings people to the 
point of toying with the idea that 
maybe they would be better off un- 
der a dictatorship, which is another 
way of saying that it discredits the 
American system of government. 
They get into the habit of thinking 
that every second, third or fourth 
dollar of public money is earmark- 
ed for the grafters by a tradition 
having almost the force and digni- 
ty of law. and in time they may de- 
velop a what-the-hell attitude and 
a conviction that democracy is just 
a wall motto and not a system. 
If They'd Been Punished 
Things Might be Better 


It would be easy to 
mention 


names of men who 
should have 


gotten death—or, 
anyway, life— 


—for public thievery in New York, 
Chicago, Jersey 
City, Louisiana, 


Pennsylvania and Connecticut, but 
I have to watch out for libel, be- 
cause most of them 
have never 


even been indicted, much less con- 
victed, but any informed resident of 
those communities will 
find the 


names springing up to his tongue. If 
a few such criminals had gotten 
death—or. anyway, life—a 
long 


time- back the more recent genera- 
tion of thieves would never have 
entered politics at all, because it 
would have been an honest profes- 
sion and thus unsuited to their tal- 
ents and unattractive to their na- 
ture. 


Suppose, for example, 
that in 


Chicago some thieving county offi- 


their hearts, would have a much 
stronger love for and appreciation 
of their liberties. But, as it is, I am 
afraid 
the people regard such 


crimes as mere michief inherent in 
democracy, and would be shocked at 
the very suggestion that a criminal 
politician, guilty 
of jeopardizing 


their liberties by crippling their 
government, is comparable in evil 
to a murderous nut who killed 
three persons. The citizens of this 
country seem to believe that the 
good old democratic system can 
support forever 
any burden of 


graft, willful impairment and dis- 
credit that can be loaded upon it. 
In this sense they connive at the 
attack on the democratic 
system 


and their own liberties, which van- 
ish when the system at last col- 
lapses into one or the other of the 
dirty European isms. 


Homer 
Cummings and

Hoover, with the help of the press, 
have changed the attitude of the 
whole country toward the hood- 
lums who for a long time were 
glamorized in the public imagina- 
tion.

charge that the chains are monop- 
olising the retailing business seems 
to be refuted by the fact that tho 
number of independents has swell- 
ed from 234.000 in 1929 to 304000 at 
the last census.
